Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims1-7,10-15 and 17-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose in combination the invention as claimed, including the bonding 
with a number of bonding points between the non-woven and the surface material is not 
more than 30 points per square centimeter, and the ratio of the total surface area of the 
bonding points to the total surface area of the bonding points and the nonbonding points 
is not more than 30%.
